N«w York, Deo. 21.— The Post's Lon 
*' don special says: "The result of the 
Campbell divorcB case was (,'enerally an- 
ticipated, but the verdict waa awaited 
with intense interest lust night. To-day 
it monopolizes conversation. There are 
two comments on all aides, viz. , severe 
condemnation of General Butler for not 
entering the witness-box and the most 
unsparing denunoiatiop of the character 
of Lord Colin Campbell. In tho last 
point everybody is agreed. So great has 
been the scandal caused by the publica- 
tion of the testimony in detail in the 
Evening Standard and Evening Nc^s, 
that apmB legislation is certain to result 
wit1» » view;to prevent this p^^ so far 
H ii consistent witH the ends of justice. 
The application last Saturday for an order 
to prevent the Evoniug News from re- 
porting verbatim counsel's speeches, on 
the ground that they wero not privileged, 
and oonslitated obscene libels, failed, 
although the judge intimated that had it 
"^beea made at the beginning of the trial 
he woald have been inclined to grant it 
Lord Colin having failed to prove tho 
charges against his wife and against the 
cc-rea-,yODdonts the costs will fall on him. 
The costs will amount to about §175,000. 
These are fees for counsel, the costs of 
working up the case, etc. It is supposed 
that the Bake of Argyll will have to bear 
almoat the whole of this expense, and as 
he is a poor man it will almost ruin him. 

Judge Butt this morning formally dis- 
missed the peiitiona for divorce presenteJ 
by Lady Colin and Lord Campboll, in 
▼law of the verdict rendered by the jury 
jrenterday finding neither of tho parties 
guilty of adultery. The judge granted 
Lady Colin £150 costs in her suit against 
her husband, and full costs of her de- 
fense against her huabaiid's suit. He 
also granted full costs to the Duke if 
Marlborough, Chief Shaw and Dr. Bird, 
' co-respondents in Lord Colin's suit 
, against hia wife. Qen. Butler, another 
eo-tMpondent, did not apply for coats,

NKW BKDKBWICK. 

A peculiar case is reported from St. 
John. Thirty-eight cases arrived here 
by the Intercolonial, consigned to a firm 
in Boston. They were shipped from Port 
Mulgravo, N. S , by a man named Mun- 
roe, and were alleged to contain turkeys, 
geese, snipe, chickens and rabbits. It 
was intended to forward them by rail, 
but the train being late the cases were 
transferred to one of the International 
steamera. Soon after leaving the wharf 
the Canadian customs oflicor discovered 
that tho cases contained partridges, whose 
exportation is prohibited. He at onco 
placed them under seizure. On reaching 
Eastport an Amaricsu customs officer 
pounced upon tho cases and confiscated 
them, on the ground that they wero 
falsely invoiced. They are now in tho 
possession of tho Eastport collector. The 
'luestion now arises, who has the right to 
tho game — whether the Canadian oflBcer 
who seized it on hoard an American ves- 
sel in British waters, or the American 
officer who seized it on American terri- 
tory.*.. The value of the goods is placed

POLITICAL OOMFLIOATIONS. 

The newa that came to ua ysnterday 
over the wires was of a startling and 
lerioua character. The rotlretnent of 
Lord Bandolph Ohurohill from the Salis- 
bury government |ia scarcely less eurjpria- 
ing than the ^noounoement that the Irish 
party in the home of ' commons have -at 
fast quarrelled with their leader and are 
carrying out a "plan of oampaign"af;aiuBt 
hie advice . To add to the complicated 
condition of affairs, GladstoDe is reported 
to disapprove of the "plan of campaign,!^ 
and threatens to withhold his support if 
it |is persisted in. The "plan" consista 
in refusing to pay more than 25 per cent 
of the judicial rents and lodging, the 
amounts which tenants say aro fair — but 
which the landlords almost invariably de- 
cline to accept — in the hands of trustees. 
The despatohoB, some days ago, an- 
nounced that Parnell had disap- 
peared. Next the world was 
told that he was ill. Yesterday the truth 
came out. Some of his followers have 
rebelled. Hia policy was too slow for 
them and in apito of his warninga thuy 
have institutod a policy of their own and 
are "etumpinf;" Ireland without thoir 
chief. The withdrawal of Lord Chur- 
chill is ascribed to bis refusal to sanction 
extraordinary expenditures on account of 
the army and navy, made necessary by 
the alliunce of England with the Central 
European powers. If the dispatches aru 
accurate Lord Churchill disapproves of 
the foreign policy ef Lord Salisbury and 
ii not willing that the country shall 
plunge into a conflict with Russia to pra- 
serve Turkey for the Turks aud help Ger- 
many to hold what ahe acquired in the 
Franco-German war. The retiring rain- 
iiter perhaps thinks that an otlurt 
is being made by Austria and Ouruany 
to treat England as the monkey treated 
th^ oat's paw. At this distance from the 
scene of action it would aeein that the 
foreign pslicy of the Salisbury govern-^ 
ment is the only feasible one under the 
circumstances. Sooner or later England 
must face Russia in India. Eacb year 
the outposts, of the Russians draw nearer 
to Britain's Indian empire. By a quick 
coup they could possess themselves of 
Herat before the English were aware that 
their arnaies were in motion. An offen- 
sive and defensive alliance of England, 
Germany, Austria, Italy aud Turkey might 
postpone ttie now threatened European 
war indefinitely; but if war should re- 
sult, what a tine, position England would 
oconpy with powerful allies to assist her in 
beating back and crippling her traditional 
' loe. It would insure rest in India' for half 
a century. 'Whou Beaconsfleld returned 
from Berlin ho said, "I have brought you 
back peace with honor." Ho had aaaisted 
in drafting the Berlin treaty. Buasia is 
now about to engage in a struggle to tear 
that treaty to tatters. Great Britain as one 
of the signatories is bound to support the 
oth«f great powers' in an effort to preserve 
that'ireaty intact. Does Ohurohill object 
to Salisbnry's intention to maintain the 
national faith? or does he incline to a 
policy which will secure Great Britain 
"peace" ioithout "honor?" Chuichill is 
the idol of the young conaervativeB of Eng- 
iMd; but even idols are sometimes smash- 
ad by those who worship them. 

. "A BETTKK CUBEENGY." 

The report of Mr. Manning, secretary 
of the United States treasury, is perhaps 
the ablest piece of offlcial literature which 
tha republic has produced. It boats on 
its face abundant evidence that its author 
has made a profound study of the silver 
question; and he is equally at home deal- 
ing with the flnanceaof the United States. 
Navertheless, his view of the silver ques- 
tion is, first of all, American, even while 
it seema to bo most coamopulitan. He is 
a bi-metalist, who believes in unity of 
action by the great powers; but he does not 
believe that'thera is any use asking fur 
new monetary conferences until England 
has made up her mind to retrace the step 
she took in 1818, when she made gold her 
standard. Mr. Manning believoa in free 
•oinage, but not in tho purchaso of silver 
by the stat«. He traces the fall in the 
pricia'Qf.^itbMt.in America, .to the fall in 
price of silver in India, wheire the price 
of wheat is nominally tho same as it was 
fourteen years ago, but really twenty-fivo 
per cent, lower. Tho Monetary Times 
of Toronto, says that the Becrotary 
lails to make allowance for otiier cauaea 
which have tended practically to lower the 
price of wheat in India; when this allow- 
ance in made there will be aouethiug left in 
what he aaye; and if the Unitt.d States 
sniferB in this way, so does Canada. Sec- 
retary Manning repeats his suggeatiou for 
"a better currency for the people of tho 
United States than tho beat now pos.sessed 
by any nation." This in nothing less than 
"a currency iu which every dollar note shall 
be the ropreauutativo oertiliciite of a coin 
dollar actually in the trt aaury uud pay- 
able on demand; a currency," ho adda, "in 
which one monetary unit, coined in gold, 
or its equivalent, coined in ailver, ahali 
not be Bufferieid to part coiupimy." But be- 
fore this can be done, what Secrotary Alan- 
Bing calls the monetary dislocation, el.'eot- 
ed by the praotioally throwing out of one 
of the precious metals by many natioua 
must bo cured. If that cure should come 
tho ideal currency of Mr. Manning may bo- 
come the actuiil currency uf the United 
Statoa. Thero is no denying, however, 
that it -would bo a dear currency; uud the 
question is whether tho waatu roaultiug 
Irom dearueHa would bo uiiulo up by tho 
quaUtieaof absoluto aiifcty and the greateat 
degree of attainable stabihty. 

A S0G1ALI8TW REPUBLIC. 

The respootablo American prea.i is Jo- 
nounoing a plot which is said to have 
pretty widely extended rflmifications in 
the United SUtes against Mexico. The 
alleged object is not annexation but to 
establish in Mexico a aocialiatio republic, 
in realization of the theory of Henry 
George and other dreamers and miirand- 
era. A graduate of Harvard is at tho 
fcea'd of the hair brainfed scheme. H;* 
theory is that ho can compel both Eng- 
land and the United States to aid m tho 
realization of his plans: the first by an 
attempt to protect British bondholdorfl, 
»nd tho other to prevent a Brttiuh pro- 
tectorate over Mexico. Far-fotohod as 
All this is, the social republic to bo eatsu- 
Ushed by filibustorini{ is said to have a 
Urge number of supporters outside of 
Mexico, and its advocates rely upon got 
jtinK the "labor vote" inside. If the 
*ainifioation» oi tho pl.it bo anything like 
M extenaiire as is represented, it cannot 
be long before the United States govoni- 
mentwin feel ititsduty to interfere to 
protect its honor and preserve its nou-

But then ihero aro two 
distinct "nationalities" in Scotland.

The Irish situation is looked upon rather 
as farce than tragedy. The efforts to got up 
a scare has been wholly unauccea.sf nl, and 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach will not bo re- 
garded as an ominous despot, much as 
some of thd nationalists would like tliat 
he ahould., ^Indeed, the present develop 
ment of affairs, so far from being awkward 
for the government in a political sonao, ia 
really awkward for tho Gladatoniiin sec- 
tion of the liberal party . Both thuy and 
Mr. Parnell himaelf feel

of the position. Mr. Parnell recognizes 
the debt he owes to tho Oludat.jnian lib-

Egyptian soil and not till then. 

A Berlin work describes the result of 
the expedition of the Prussian ship Drache 
during three summers in the north eea. 
Dr. iNeuroiDster aws entrusted' with the 
preparation os the results of the chemical 
observuliuiia; and he tells US that in the 
surface water the oxygon was found to bo 
'33 95 percent., whilst in deep water that 
oxygen fell to '<Jo 20 per cent.

A MYSTEIIY SOL,VED. 

A YOUNO BRIUECROOM who WAV URAZED 
BY JOY, 

Astoria., (Or.), Dea 14, — The body 
of Franz Althaber was found yester- 
day on the beach near Tanzy point, 
five miles below ILIh city. The features 
were unrecoginzable, but the remains 
were iden titled by the ring and watch 
worn by the doceased. The finding of 
the body solves the mystery which Aa- 
torianshave been wondering overfor the 
past six weeks. Altliaber was a young 
farmer, livinf; on the Lewis it Clarke 
river. He was a steady, industrious 
Qernian and had accumulated about 
$10,000 worth of proi»erty. Early last 
month he was married "to ftliss Brink- 
man of this city, and next day he and 
his bride spent the day select inr; house- 
hold articles for tlieir new home. 
About 5 o'clock in the afternoon they 
went to the house of the bride's aunt 
in the southern part of the city, where 
a reception awaited them. Just aa the 
little company had filled their glasses 
for a toast Althaber said, "Excuse me 
a moment," and stepped outside. From 
that time until his body was recovered 
yesterday no tidings: of-, hiiu wjsre re 
ceiVed. If t£e earth liad opened and 
•swallowed him the disappearance could 
not have been more .startling. The 
theory is advanced that he became sud- 
denly insane from joy at fretting mar- 
ried and drowned himself, as his father 
beqame insatieLaQd committed suicide 
on account' of ^oftfo^ir; ' 



A mob's Fury. 

Wm. MuBsol was lynched at Eaton, 
Ohio, by a mob on the illst Inst. Tho 
Oonamercial Qazette aaya: The lynching 
of Mussel wai' fully determined and all 
day arranged for. A meeting of the most 
prominent citizens wna held m tlio after- 
noon, nnd tho time sut fur tho coiiiplotiun 
of the iibject. Arriuigemeiite were made 
for cold chisols, ali'dtjo.i mid rope. Soon 
after 7 o'clock iho sheritf was captured 
and held a prisoner in a woudahed. Then 
the party nuh the tools started for tho 
jail, followed by a hootiuR crowd. The 
jail doors were aoori broken, and tho lead- 
ers were quickly in MuBsel's cell, lia 
answered tu his name, but when asked if 
he bad killed Christian, denied it. He 
refused to say anythioi; further, but said, 
"If you are lijoin;^ to h:iiis< me be quick 
•bout it . " The men sent for someone 
to identify him, aud this being done, the 
rope was put on his neck, and he naa led 
to the olectriu light tower in the principal 
part of the town, where he was again 
given an opportunity to oonfesBi': He de- 
clared his innocence and asked that his 
body be buried and that his coat and let- 
ters be given to his wife. The leader 
then gave tho order to pull the rope one 
end of which had been thrown over the 
be&m of the tower aud was in the hands 
of several men. Just then a call for ail-, 
ence was made and a jh!iah; |eU,o.teC 'tbe 
crowd in expectation of a confession, but 
Mussel again said ho was innocent. "Pull 
the rope," was the ardor given, luid in an 
instant Mussel's body waa dangling in the 
air. At this sight tho crowd gave vont to 
its delight by handclapping and cheers. 
The body was left hanging an hour, du- 
ring which time hundreds of wbm'en and 
ohil^reQ gathered about to see it. It was 
thaaibtttidown and given to the under- 
■'tskor.---
